As those in the Govem- 
nent belong to both faotions, the party is trying to get rid of tho Leftist 
ministers. Outside of the Government there are the Conservativas in opposition. 

6. The Cabinet Crisis. 

The constant demand for higher wages on the one innd, and the demand fo.. higher 
prices by tho Agrarians on the other, have created difficulties between the 
parties. Tho clash was started when tho transport workers asked for a 20£ raise 
in Wag 03. Tho Agrarians opposod this and pulled their ministers out of the 
Government, j.t that same time elections of delegates to unions were telang 
place. Up until then the Communists wore strongest in these, and before the 
elections the chances of the Socialists and Communists were regarded as even. 
Against all expectations, the Socialists got a majority of U5 mandates. This 
fact caused a betterment of the economic situation and a certain disregard for 
Russia,' as the Socialists felt strong in the Unions, The younger leaders of 
the Socialist Right folt the situation to be ripe for a reconstruction of the 
Government to roduoe Communist influenoe and gat rid of the Prime minister who 
was going to be replaced by an Economist, At the same time the Leftist minis- 
' tars in the Cabinet were to be removed. Two possibilities were open, (1) me 
creation of a Government without the Agrarians, giving a CQnrmuniot-Socialist 
Cabinet in which the Communists would uo in the minority, and would be triable 
to increase their influence fay baiting the Agrarians with milk prices} (2) Hot 
elections. The Conraunists agreed to a reconstruction under tho condition that 
the Premier would be one of their men; in fact they wanted to keep the status 
quo. It looked as if this state of affairs could not be solved, (the crisis 
lasted 7 weeks) and that elections would have tc bo held. These would have 
reduced tho influence of the Communists even more.
